Sow grateful ought we not to he for 
having in oat hands the thoughts of 
God,, in order to ha able to think like 
Him! What a mercy Jhrm to be able 
to learn there clearly the end of out^m- 
ittenee, and. how to attain that end— to 
hare at our flames the advice of the 
Infinite; Wiedom which created the 
onhrarss, and the Infinite Lota which 
baa called ns to be the friends and u- 
■ooiates of God t 

Perfect Wisdom, Infinite {JoodnasB, 
Fatherly Lore, He giro oj in the Bible 
Hie commandments and Hie promises. 
Each eonunandnient Is a promise and 
eaoh proraise a aomuudmeni. How 
rioii we are i and y«jt thousands are 
periohmgl Whose fault ig it? Cer- 
tainly not Qod'e, oertainly not the 
Bible's, bat of those who, having and 
knowing the Bible do not pat it in 
practice. God s people are the Bible 
for &» unbelieving world. The world 
will notread tie Bible, bnt it will read 
tba life of Christians, and if their livas 
wjntradict the troths of the Bible why 
should the infidels read this book in 



which they profee* to believe? 

Aa the General aaj-ff, the world wants 
living; walking, ringing Bibles, Bibles 
in flesh, and bone, and then the world 
will bailors. 

Ti» Bible, as such, is a whofcj, com* 
pleta and finhjhed. We lava there 
BTidsntly the most important of the 
TBTalations made hy Qod to men daring 
sereeal thousands of yean, and written 
by men of all ctaeses: shepherds, 
patriarchs, kings, osxpentors, agrieul- 
toreiisla, etc.. who lived daring a period 
of 1.E00 years. 

God has not oeued to speak to His 
saints and to His prophets. He still 
does so to-day, and be sometimes speaks 
in the heart with q voie& which one can, 
so to spcaV, almoftt hear. Ha reveals 
Himself in a marvellous way to the 
rani who wishes to otay, and gives it 
revelations of His power and love. 
How easy it is to believe when God 
sheds Hulfght into the soul in this 
way. In these momenta God Been 
mart real to us than the material tbuji 
about as, and we seem rather to I 
living 1 in the spiritual than in the 
material world, 

Bnt too Bible is not only oar guiob to 
troth, but also our safeguard ngBinst 
error. In it wo have all the fandamea. 
tal troths which it is necessary for ns 
to know. All the principles and laws 
which govern the spiritual life are there 
mr whoever wishes to read them with 
the light of Uh Holy Spirit and in

All that is contrary to as Bible 
ought to be rejected. AH personal 
nvrelation* ought to be tested by it ; for 
God cannot give a revelation to-day 
which contradicts one of the principles 
of the Bible.

One of Israel, 

Bat while thanking God for these 
moments in which he sheds a flood of 
light on such or such a troth toencour- 
age our faith, we mnsb never wait for 
Buoh light, hat believe in his word every 
moment and dare to walk on the wotex 
with Him, 

The Bible is \h* letter from our 
Father. The Salvationist ought to 
read £t as if it had fust been personally 
ftnd directly brought to luin, and as if 
his name was pot in thecommandments 
and all the promises. 
Suppose the SaJvatiooiut is called 
mon, he will road his Bible m
